Dp near the Rubicon Springs are 
similar tracings. These alao have 
a hole for a starting point. In

other 


countries in Europe stones similarly 
marked were often met with, an'd 
for ages puzzled the antiquaries. 
Within n few years, however, the 
discovery has* been made that these 
rude carvings on the rocks were 
simply maps of certain districts of 
country traced 
by a prehistoric 
race. 
When the scientists came lo 


examine the stone', by this new 
Light, they found that they con- 
tinued very fair representations of 
the lakes, streams and mountains 
of the neighborhood. It is probable 
that the atones near Verdi ami up 
toward the head of the American 
river are merely rude maps of the 
country. 
Tho holes may represent 
Lake Tahoo and Pyramid Lake, 
and the lines the rruukee river, 
f.onie of the large canyons and the 
principal valleys and 
mountain.
